I( we may judge liy Hio pages of M. 
dus Perrieres tho Parisians ore restless 
and hardened gamblers and ready to 
play anything anywhere witli anybody. 
fhtf^e arc three places where tlioy may 
play ohielly—ln the r<';d elulis, in tho 
clul>s which aro open tu almost any one 
and which, in fai^t. exist only tliat 
gambling may lio carried on, and in the 
illegal gaming houses. Ol real cUdu 
there aro not many in Paris and aco<i.s3 
is not ea.sy; but there is noend of gamb- 
ling cliilw dignified by some glitu-ring 
and lond sounding title. Strangely 
enough tlieK^ is a greater danger of 
being cheated iu the (ormer.lhaii in tho 
latter, (or in the gambUng clubs 
tbero are always a'lo't ot cheats 
watching oach other and well watched 
by the proprietor, who is up to all 
their little , glomes, while in tho real 
olubs, allboiigh it would be diffiouU tor 
an adventurer io gain adinit'tanao, there 
is no smptcion, and once lu, a rascal 
might cheat with impunity if he wern 
cautious and not over-grasping. At 
oqarte or pIquCt where ho has but ono 
opponent to deceive, tho Greek ought 
to be able to Win what he likes; but at 
baccarat where he plays against tho 
whole table, the siiuplo devices of tdte- 
a-tclo dec(dt must be aliaiidiiiied. M. 
dos Perriores roveals tho .secrets of the 
playera who cheat the dealer and of the 
dealer who cheats the playera. By col- 
lusion with a card-room attendant tho 
dealer may distribute cards carefully 
arranged in what tho conjuror would 
call .1^ chaplet With a chaplot the 
dealer reduces the chances against 
him to tho.se expressed in the old 
formula, •'Heads I win, tails yoii 
loso." A thorough shutlle is a suro 
cure (or tlio chaplot: and of 
course cutting has no effect. 'There 
are varioas chaplots known to the initi- 
ated. M- des Perrleres tells us of a player 
who was losing steadily to Iho dealer 
and who .■suddenly reeii^ ni/eil tho so- 
quonco of tho cards as tiioy (ell on the 
Able.' "Why; that Is the MarseiUes 
chaplet" he eried; •*the)iett chtd will 
bo the king of beart.s." And the dealer 
turned it up ami it was iho king of 
debrts, and then tbo player proceeded 
to, declare every card before it was 
tnhied, to the great amesement of the 
players, who ceased betting at onoe. 
TIk^ feelings o( the dealer are not de- 
scribed; probably language could not 
do thom justice. 

Another device which an unscrupu- 
lous dealer may employ is a survival 
(rom tho last century; at least it is 
closely akin to a trick of that time, in 
whieli a snnll'-ixix took tho place of « 
cigarette case. It is of a great simplio 
it^ The dealer pr(>vides himself be- 
foiiefianal— to use the pleasant phrase- 
oldgy of tho old-(itshioned hanii- 
booKS of conjuring — with a highly pel- 
iabedsilverotgarottocase. This he places 
on the table l^fore htm and immediater' 
ly under his left hand as he dlismbiites 
tho cards. If ho has Some sl^ht man- 
ual dexterity, a auiok eye and unfailing 
self-possessicw, tne reflocting surface ol 
tho silver will keep him fully informed 
as to the value of every card bofuro it 
leaves his hands, and lia< may iiit ao- 
cordiiigly. Selt'possQnion. and indeed 
solf-coulidoiicc, are necessary requisites 
of a successful i^'amljlcr, even when he 
Is not given to aiding ciiancc. Fortune 
favors tlie brave, and gambling-- is liko 
swimming in tliat the first touch of (car 
is fatal. Especially must the dealer at 
baccarat abound in courage; let him 
but begin to show the white feather and 
bis banking funds will snoudily take 
wings and, lly apay to foatoer the nest 
ot aoiM player o{ mora stomaob.—

Poor mon 
with larae families arc wanted in 
Texas. Call on Texas rich and cheap 
land for reference and iiol land spi'c- 
ulatoi's. Galvestou is to Texas what 
New York I* to the Uulleil States. 
This cily Is situated on the Gulf and 
has a delightful climate. It is gaining 
renown as a pleasure resort as report 
has gone abroad that its atmosphere, 
moon-light and small plcamiro boats 
arc after tho similitude of ItalyV 
Genoa. No people on thii globe 
verify and exemplifv Patrick Henry's 
views on liberly more than Toxaus, 
w ho as it were are a living monu- 
nioiit to this American inspired 
Henry. Long ago Ttixas started the 
mandate "Go tell every creainrn of 
ine'' on the winds and to-day like Ihe 
Star of Bolhlohlcm, The Lone Star 
shines benignly on tlio wise men of 
llie \v.i<l and Iho lonely shepherds 
Ironi Judcau hills, and llic language 
Uabel is now the language of 
Texas. 

It is said of Joiiu Howard Payne 
that as he walked the sireels <jf New 
rk Cily a beggar lli:il he lnMrd 
iiiiiialcsof line man. ions .-inging 
his iininortal "Uomo Sweet Home :" 
so laborei's from every nation who 
without a home among the numbers 
they have made for the upper "grade 
or patricians" have found in Texas a 
helping hand. And the greater por- 
tion of ils free lands arc scltled by 
laborers frum other countries and 
states. 

The state has over three million of 
dollars appropriated annually for 
I'lee schools. At Austin llio capital 
of the stale is a worthy inonumenl 
eroeled lo tlio lioiMr of Freedom, a 
iiiiivei'sily second to none in the 
Uuited states, free yos absolutely Irce 
to all Texans and would be to others 
but Texas is somewhat behind in an 
educational point of view— that is 
Texans, on aecoiinl of being mostly 
laborers and thcrerore nncdiiealed, 
luonopoiize all the schuul facilities 
offered.

Another 
great mistake emigrants make is 
investing all their money In cheap 
things which at home they pay so 
U^arly for ; such as luid8,horscs, eow-, 
etc., which of course is good properly 
but like the little boy eating sugar 
in a barrel they cease to be good be- 
fore long. They cease to bo good 
simply from iho fact that in no other 
stale money is ns iiitlnential a. hero 
for example the bunks at Itrownwood 
are lolling money at 25 percent. And 
with money you can often put your 
own price ou things and take them. 

Texans arc alwavs on the move 
which give, sperlatdis fair chances 
at their property. Auctions are daily 
but none but a Texan should dare 
trade for a support simply because It 
is done in "latin" as it were to others 
than Texans; for exani|ilo should a 
man sell his farming iinpleiiients lo 
the highest bidder, this highest bid- 
der knows of a ccrtaiu "new comer" 
that he can soli to at a profit. 

I must now bring my letter to a 
close but will give one more sugges- 
tion. If yon don't likeTexas (should 
yon come) don't tell ns so bceaiiso' 
Texans are also very free spoken peo- 
ple and will color your cheek with 
this kind of painting: "Tlicn pull 
your freight- Texas has done with- 
out you so far and should you go 
back evcrylhing will go on as us- 
ual."
